The proposed amendment to claim 1 introduces substantial limitations to the claims that were not previously claimed. Accordingly, the 
claims as proposed is now of a scope not previously considered by the examiner and would necessarily require further consideration 
and/or search. 

Further, the examiner notes that applicant now uses claim terminology that was not present in the application as originally filed and 
appears to be relying solely on the illustration of Fig. 4 for support the new terminology. All terminology appearing in the claims must 
have proper antecedent support within the specification. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01(o). Additionally, any features of 
applicant's invention appearing in applicant's claims must be illustrated and identified in the drawings. Note requirements of 37 CFR 
1.83(a). These requirements for the specification and drawings are necessary in order to enable the examiner to determine if any new 
matter has been impermissably incorporated into the patent application. 

Also, claim 10 is currently pending for examination and was addressed in the Office action mailed August 3, 2007. However, the 
response filed November 27, 2007 contains no amendments to this claim nor any discussion of the patentable features of this claim over 
the prior art of record as required by 37 CFR 1.111. 

Lastly, pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(c)(4)(i) - "No claim text shall be presented for any claim in the claim listing with the status of
